Fear of losing their homes has created among 
residents of Virginia Beach's lower income 
neighborhoods a mistrust of the proposed Redevelop- 
ment and Housing Authority. 

At a public hearing on the proposal Monday evening, 
citizens, mostly black and mostly from the city's target 
areas of Seatack, Newlight, Newsoms an^ Doyletown , 
packed the council chambers to oppose the creation of 
an Authority. 

During the course of the one-hour-and-45-minute- 
long hearing, discussion frequently bjcame heated with 
city manager George L. Hanbury placed by the speakers 
in the position of an adversary. 

Hanbury who had suggested the authority to enable 
the city to get federal money for improvements in the 
target areas, was obviously shaken. He said that if the 
l>eople didn't want an authority, he wouldn't 
fecommendit. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing suggested that meetings 
be held in the areas involved to inform the people more 
llully before council makes a decision. Sam Houston, 
retiring president of the Community Development 
Committee and the Rev. Barnett Thoroughgood, 
Incimifig pN»iillent, were commissioned to arrange the

TTw forauuibn of an authority is seen by Hanbury as 
Ihe belt way to unlock federal funds which can be used 
to upgrade bitted neighborhoods in the city. The city 
jtarteda prc^am of installing water a^d sewer in these 
neighborhoods with Community Development funds, 
Ibut cannot complete the progeam because the 
JDepartment of Housing and Urban Development has 
halted the fourth year appropriation |of approximately 
$3.Smiilion. 



Hanbury said the loans and grants connot be nuide to 
enable the residents to hook up to the water and icwer 
because title to the porperty is not dear. 

An authority has the power to condem the property 
and resell it with clear titles. While condemmition 
loomed as the chief advantage of having an authority, it 
was also the tool most feared by the property owners in 
the blighted areas. ^

Some, whose homes were substantial although they 
live in a low income neighborhood, don't want to l<Me 
their homes and start all over again. Others, with more 
odest homes, want to keep what they have and »re 
afraid that they won't be able to afford to buy or rent 
the homes that will di:place theirs. 

One speaker was skeptical about the citys tenative 
plan to have the City Council serve as the Hou^ 
Authority with the city staff doubling as the autho^ 
staff. :

Hanbury said that he decided the city needed lui 
authority to upgrade neighborhoods after vIsWi^ trets 
in Seatack where the homes need substantial 
rehabilitation. He said he saw homes with DOtMng but 
dirt floors and no indoor plumbing. Much of the titles 
to the property were unclear so that existing i^endes 
can not obtain loans or grants for imiHiovematts.

Yet another exemption to the Sunday Blue Law has 
ibeen proposed to the Virginia Beach City Council for 
•consideration. 

1 City Manager George L. Hanbury has asked the 
Council to recommend to the 1979 Virginia General 
^Assembly that activities on municipally owned prop«ly 
Ibe exempt from the provisions of the Sunday Closing 
Law. 

I As the Blue Law currently stands there is already a list 
jof no less than 20 exemptions. Adding number 21 would 
gonly open one more loophole in an already inequitable 
law. 

j The problem is that the Virginia Beach Civic Center is 
losing shows (money) because of the mandatory Sunday 
Losing rule.

We want the state to retain 
ownership of the Camp Pendleton property. We are not 
attempting to gain exclusive control for Virginia Beach. 

We, in no way, want any commercial development of 
the property. We are simply asking that th<Me portions 
of Camp Pendleton not needed by the Virginia National 
Guard be put under the control of the Division of State 
Parks and opened up to the entire Commonwealth for 



recreational purposes. This is and always has been the 
City Council's position regarding the ultimate use ot 
Camp Pendleton.

Phase I construction of the new Chesapeake campus J 
of TCC is scheduled for completion in the fall of 1979. 
With this new facility the college will be able to expand

The new campus is located on Cedar Road beside the 
existing temporary campus which serves over 1,600 
students attending full time and part time during the day 
and eveoing. Current operations are in limited space for 
classrooms, library, laboratories, and administrative

With completion of Phase I, TCC-Chesapeake wil|: 
have available to the community an increased numbe^l 
of classrooms, for educational use as well as for uw by 
the community for group and organizational meetings. 
The new academic building will house a small 
auditorium for larger meetings and programs. 

Even though the new facilities will increase classroom • 
space, the collie will continue to offer classes and 
programs at off-campus locations. Classes will continue 
at area high and junior high schools, the Chesapeake 
Technical Center, and local community centers. TCC- 
Chesapeake will still take the classroom into the 
community in an effort to make learning and 
educational opportunity available to anyone who wishes 
to participate. 

Dr. Timothy Kerr, Provost-Chesapeake campus, 
states that "the current construction on Cedar Road 
marks the first phase of permanent facilities on the 
campus. Thie Chesapeake campus has and is currently 
operating out of temporary and portable buildings 
which has greatly hampered the expansion of 
occupational and technical programs." 

The first phase construction will allow program 
expansion, not only in the new facility, but also through 
renovation of existing structures. The new campus will 
have a building that will house the nucleus of the 
library, auditorium, classrooms, laboratories, and 
administrative offices. The laboratories will be those for 
typing, accounting, biology, chemistry, natural 
sciences, and woodworking. 

The new academic building was the first project 
financed by the bond issue which was supported by 
Chesapeake voters <»i a five to one margin. This 
community support contributed greatly to the 
realization of the new Chesapeake campus facility. 

The opening of the new campus in September 1979^ 
will allow expansion of existing programs and will ' 
permit implementation of the Academic Master Plan.

NOTICE TO THE PUBLIC OF COMMISSION INVESTIGATION 

TO DETERMINE TARIFFS FOR RECOVERY OF fVJ^L COSTS BY 

VIRGINIA ELECTRIC AND POWER COMPANY 

The 1978 Session of the General Assembly of Virginia has enacted 
legislation which requires each electric utility which purchases fuel for 
the generation of electricity to submit to the Commission its estimate of 
cost, including the fuel component of purchased power for a one-year 
period beginning January 1, 1979, along with proposed rates designed to 
recover the estimated fuel cost. It is the responsibility of the Commis- 
sion to investigate the estimated fuel cost and proposed rate design and 
to assure that reasonable tarriffs are implemented to recover fuel cost, h 
is further the responsibility of the Commission to provide for quarterly 
review during the coming year to investigate the actual recovery of cost 
under the electric utilities tarriff provision so that any over-recovery or 
under-recovery of fuel cost can be corrected. The Commission is re- 
quired to review all actiml fuel cost and to disallow recovery of any fuel 
cost that are found to be unreasonable. 

Virginia Electric and Power Company comes under the provision of 
the new General Assembly Act. The Company has been instructed to file 
with the Commission on or before November 15, 1978, its estimated fuel 
cost, tariff revisions to recover such Mtimated fuel cmt, and evidence in 
support of ite proposals. On or after November 15, 1978, copies of the 
proposal may be reviewed in any business office where bills may be paid. 

A public hearing has been scheduled on the Company's proposal com- 
mencing at 10:00 a.m., December 14, 1978, in the Commission's Court- 
room, Richmond, Virginia. The initial purpose of this public hearing is 
to determine reasonable tariffs for the Company to implement on Jan- 
uary 1, 1979. The purpose of these tariffs is not to change the revenue of 
the Company. If after review of these tariffs an interested party deter- 
mines that it wishes to participate as a protestant in this proceeding, 
that is, to present evidence on hehaif and to cross-examine witnesses and 
make arguments and file briefs, then they should file a notice of protest 
in accordance with the Commission's Rules of Practice and Procedure 
with William C. Young, Clerk of the State Corporation Commission, 
P.O. Box 1197, Richmond, Virginia 23209. Also a copy of the protest 
shouU be sent to \Wrginia Electric and Power Company, P.O. Box 26666, 
Richmond, Va 23261. 

If, an interested party, does not wish to participate as a protestant, 
but instead wishra to appear and make a statement in his or her own 
behalf, they need only appear at 9:45 a.m. on the day of the hearing at^ 
which time they wUl be given a notice of appearance form by the Bailiff. 
These interested parties will be given an opportunity to speak at lOtOO 
a.m. or soon as practii^ble thereafter. Persons intending to appear and 
speak in their own behalf should so notify the Commission by writing to 
tlM Clerk of the State Corporation Commission. 

While, the purpose of the hearing on December 14, 1978 will be to de- 
termine rates to go into effect to recover fuel cost, in lieu of the present 
fuel adjustment clause of the Company, the hearing will be continued f<Mr 
further investigation to determine reasonable rules and procedure for 
monitorii^ ntimated and actual fuel cost during the quarterly reviews 
tfiat will occur in 1979 and the years thereafter, and such other niles and 
proMdurM as may be necessary to administer the provisions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly Act.

Knowledge of displacement of numerous families in 
razed areas in Norfolk seemed to be uppermost in the 
minds of the objectors Monday evening. 

He said that the Norfo^c program did not have 
relocation benefits. At present any property owner 
whose property is being condemned receives outright 
payment of $15,000 plus the value of the home and 
property. The payments should enable the owners to 
buy a new home on that or nearby sites at a smatt 
additional cost. In Mount Hermon. he said, the 
additional cost came to $2,000 to $4,000. 

A displaced renter receives $4,000 plus the diference 
between the old rent and the new rent. 
. The beach will be able to unlock the $3.5 million in 
Community Development Funds and also apply for 
additional grants under an authority. Frye said that, "If 
the Beach doesn't use the funds, some other city will." 

The only alternative, according to both Hanbury and 
city attorney Dale Bimson, is to work through the 
Virginia Housing Development Authority, in which case 
there would be less local imput. The beauty of the 
Mount Hermon plan, Hanbury said, is that the people 
themselves called the shots. 

Sadie Shaw, president of the Newsoms Farms Civic 
League, said her group was in favor of creating the 
authority to eliminate substandard conditions in the 
target areas. 

Tim Barrow, a Virginia Beach Planning consultant, 
also supported the authority, saying that the first 
recognized the need in 1969 in conjunction with the 
Seatack Action plan. 

As his reasons, he said that Virginia Beach was on the 
verge of losing Community Development funds unless 
the means to deliver the funds to those who need it most 
is found. It will provide a legal mechanism, he said. 

TTie Authority would also provide another tool to im- 
plement the city's comprehensive planning effort and 
would enable the city to implement a comprehensive 
housing policy, especially for the many subdivisions 
built in the eariy 1950's which may need help and public 
support. , 

Barrow added that the authority will have land 
assembly and private sale options which the city does 
not now have and will enable the city to capitalize on 
major investments such as the Arts and Conference 
Center. 

He said that where at one time redevelopment 
resulted in the destruction of entire ne^borhoocb and 
relocation to other cities, guidlines have been changed 
so that programs are directed toward the needs of the 
people rather than the economy at large. He favored 
having council appoint itself as the first authority. 

Tom Jennings Jr. of Newlight, representing the 
United Civic League, opposed an authority on the 
grounds that it "had unlimited power which far exceeds 
the power of the city to form the reali^ment of whole 
ndghborhoods with or without the conKnt of property 
owners." ^^ 

He claimed that many of the low-inojole people in the 
blighted areas cannot afford to purchise new homes. 
He suggested, the city look into working with the 
Virginia Housing Authority for a loan and grant 
program. 

In Nrofolk, there were many who (Udn't own their 
homes. In Virginia Beach where many do own homes, 
"We're going to be asked to start all over again by 
Iwying homes we're not going to be abtelo afford," he 
said. 

Susie p. Whitehurit, representing Seatack and the 
surrounding area, said she was opposed tecause of the 
authority's condemnation iK>wcrs. She urged the city to 
mobilize forces to urge HUD to r^^mm funds for 
improvements. 

John L. Perry, of the L & J Gar(ton Civic League, 
disputed the city's contention that residents wanted an 
authority. He took issue with a lener of the city 
manager's referring to a Seatack development of 
Townhouses, duplexes and single-family homes. He 
said that nobody who lives in Seatack now can live in a 
"houses like that" which cost $50,000 u>$M,000. 

After an emotional exchange on both sides, Hanbury 
said that Perry had not s^n the entire a>rresponden(%, 
ami that the mattn^ had to do with a privately-owned 
fOff&i developed by a private developer and that there 
was no implication in the letta- that the people of 



Seatack had to live in the new development. 

He said the letter actually involved attempts 
(successful) to the city to r«)uire the private developer 
to pay for utilities connections rather than to have him 
included in Community Development improvements. 

In reference to some of Perry's remarks, Hanbury 
said his actions were "not an attempt to pull a quick 
maneuver." His concern was charging line fees of the 
people who could afford them. "If I had not requested 
that the builder pay. he would not have had to pay." 

Mayor Standing noted that the project in question, 
for 750 units in SeaUck, was supported by a roomful of 
people. 

Perry suggested that the city attorney investigate 
"every known means to determine the vehicle to 
channel federal funds." 

Bimson said the only alternative he knew of was the 
VHDA. 

Frye said that in the Mount Hermon project, 
developers worked blocks in tandem so that there would

months later most of them moved back into a new 
housing. 

Of concern Monday was the demonstrated lack of 
trust shown between the people for the city 
administration. 

Fred Hodges, a menber of the Community 
Development Committee, said that that group has not 
made up its mind. 

Standing said that obviously there are some 
misinderstandings and suggested the series of meetings 
to improve communications. 

Houston said that it was his impression that the 
people do not realize the advantages available. Money is 
available for the individual who is poor and living in a 
backward are^. 

Harris Jennings of Newlight said that the reason why 
some of the community is in the condition it's in is 
because the city hasn't been doing anything. He said 
that he had been trying to get water and sewer long 
before Community Development Fund imporvements 
came along. 

He said ^aht suddenly property values in his 
neighborhood have gone up so that a 100 foot lot is 
sometimes worth $40,000. He said this appreciation ia 
property values will catually "go against us" and force 
las affluent people out. He said he and his wife are both 
onployed and r^:eive middle-class salaries. 

Twenty-six y^u's ago when he tried to get a loan to 
buUd a home, he said, the only loan he could recdve was 
a high intn-est-loan - $2.50 for every dollar borrowed - 
aiKi in ten years the loan was refinanced. "You all 
remember 26 years ago... It's legal, but of course it's 
stwling." 

Most of the po^le in the counj^l chambers, he said, 
wouldn't benefit form an authority because most of 
them were property owners. "I wouldn't want to start 
again. We're trying to ke^ the land we've got." 

Councilman John A. Baum said the tone of the 
; hearing "Bothers me." There are not many vehicles 
, available for the city to use to secure federal money, he 
said and (»uncil was most enthusiastic about helping the 
low income area. "Telling off the city mam«er who 
hoi^y wanu tohelp," concerned Baum. Low income 
areas have title porblems, he sajd. 

Hanbury said that the problem with the VHDA is that

The state, however, doesn't get into local 
wndemnation and would be iivthe loan business ~ not 
encouraging what we're encouraging.

Isaac Herbert, president of the Coalition Civic 
l^igue, said that the powo- of condemnation is an 
avenue for control. 

In answer to criticism that council will serw at the 
authority, Baum said the only reason council will be 
io^ itsdf as the Houang ^thority is to keep it simile 
and direct. The checks and balam:^ you are afraid of 
u« there. 

Ervin said, "You can get rid of us but you can't get 
iM of an appointed a>mmissioner. 



Mrs. Reba McClanan, often a spokesman for the 
Council of Civic Organizations but speaking personally 
Monday, also opposed the authority. She said she 
disagreed that only the power of condemnation can 
clear up titiles. 

"How do private developers do this? She suggested 
that the city might solicit help from Edwin Lindsley, 
Virginia Beach Developer who "has the greatest 
expertise in clearing up land titles." 

Although the remark elicited some laughter because 
Lindsley has used his expertise to acquire considerable 
real estate, Baum said later that he had been thinking 
the same thing. 

Also implausible, she said, is the idea that council is 
for this if no new bureaucracy is formed. She said that 
the Norfolk Redevelopment and Housing Authority 
employs 630 permanent and temporary employees. She 
referred to the Huntersville project where 2600 people 
were dislocated. 

She also questioned whether the interest in improving 
Seatack arose from its proximity to (he new Arts and 
Conference Center and in NewRght because ft i^ M f he 
rapidly appreciating Indian Road area. 

She said she would like to know where the people 
displaced from Norfolk's Ghent Square are now living. 

Mrs. McClanan, is the wife of Del. Glenn McClanan. 
one of the legislators in the General Assembly who will 
have to decide whether to change the city's chartor to 
give it authority to appoint an authority. 

She said that the matter of trust comes into the issue 
with the power of eminent domain which is "for the 
public good " but how good? How much trust is 
generated with the Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance 
setting aside land in Oceana for industrial use? Now 
part of it is being used for a shopping cento'." 

Under the present city code, the city can only create a 
Housing Authority by referendum, by asking for State 
legislation, she said council was trying to get around the 
issue. "You're putting it in to get around..." 

Standing retortnl. "We're putting it in so we can §et 
funds to the people." 

Baum said without an authority the "praple will be 
placed under economic pressure." About Lindsley, he 
said. "We thought about him." He thai asked all the 
people who had any better ideas to come foward. Often 
clearing titles costs more than the property is wofdi, he 
said. 

Councilman Reid Erwin. said that "My gut reaction 
is to oppose the authority, but when we're dealing with 
trust, I've given up that all elected officials should be 
trust«i. I hope council's action will rest<H« that trust." 

Hanbury, reacting to Mrs. McClanan as a personal 
criticism of his motives, said, "If the rett of the peopht 
share Mrs. McClanan's mistrust, I wouldn*t 
recommend (the authority)." He said be was e^wdaUy 
afTected by her remarks b^ause "Mrs. McClanan 
knows me and the others don't know me." 

Councilman George R. Ferrell said, "I'm against a 
Housing and Development Authority but this will be a 
way to get the money." 

Mrs. McClanan said she didn't think the city sliould 
make such a significant change in the charter without 
more information. 

Her remarks were met with a chorus of "She's ri^t," 
from the audience. 

Beverly Woodhouse, representing the Virginia Beach 
Chapter of the NAACP, asked where are tht people 
going to be while the redevelopment is going on? 

Hanbury remarks! taht the hearing had jptiiad him in 
an adversary relationship while his main «mceni was 
for the people who lived in the am.

Bike ordinance 
needs revision, 
say cyclists

Virginia Beach bicycle commuters are taking a hard 
look at the city's bicycle code and taking steps to 
implement better bikeway planning throughout the 
state. 

The local bicycle ordinance contains several 
discrepancies, say bike enthusiasts, many of whom are 
members of the Tidewater Bicycle Association. They 
would like to see the ordinance revised. 

The bksic problem is that the laiw lumps all bicyclists 
into one group, says TBA 1st vice president Warren 
Cutting, when in reality cyclists encompass a wide range 
of abilities, needs and equipment use. 

Of particular concern is a situation that develops 
when a cyclist abides by both the state and local 
regulations. 

The Code of Virginia states that "... wherever a 
usuable path for bicycles has been provided adjacent td 
a roadway,, bicycle riders shall use such path and shall 
not use the roadway." 

Section 7-19 of the Virginia Beach code says, "It shall 
be illegal for anyone to ride a bicycle ort any sidewalks 
within the city except on sidewalks in certain areas that 
have been designated as bicycle routes. All sidewalks 
adjacent to or within residential areas are hereby 
designated as bicycle routes. ' ' 

What this all boils down tb is, bicyclists must ride on 
the sidewalk in residential areas of the city, explained 
Cutting. 

"As a bicycle commuter I can easily travel at speeds 
of IS to 20 m.p.h, 1 don't think I should be forced to 
\}%)At on the sidewalk amid the joggers, baby carriages 
and kids on 3-speed bikes," he said. 

"The law should be clarified to allow young persons 
who are not CQmjBetent to ride in'thf j?trcct to ri4e on (he 

sidewalkiii re$i&j^^ea&.})^i|jHpl|P^^i^e .

Cutting pointed out that the Virginia Beach code 
includes mope^s under its definition of the term 
"bicycle." This means mopeds, tooi are supposed to be 
riden on sidewalks in 'residential areas, he said. 

The definition section of the code also excludes 
bicycles from being classified as vehicles. 

This raises the problem of the l^i status of bikes on 
the street," said Cutting. This cpuld perhaps cause 
insurance problems in the event of an accident. 

Virginia Beach bicycle equipment requirements call 
for brakes which will enable the operator to make the 
braked wheels skid on dry, level, cl^n pavement. 

The law also provides that a policeman may require a 
bicyclist to demonstrate. the bike's safety at any time 
upon reasonable cause to believe that the bike is unsafe 
or not properly equipped. 

On many bicycles, skidding the brakes to demonstrate 
their safety makes you lose directional control of the 
bike," Cutting explained. 

Conceivably a cop eould make you demonstrate and 
you could fall down. Skidding brakes is an 
unreasonable safety standard." 

Cutting cited additional safety problems that exist on 
one city bikeway.

Income lax prcparalitw seldom has been a favorite 
pastime of many ciii/xns and frcqucnlly causes varying 
levels of dread on or about January I of each year. In 
antidpatidh of tax time, great amounts of effort are 
expanded in gathering data and recdpts in anticipation 
of filling out the forms. 

Tills year TCC is offering a Spectrum course that 
might be of great value to those who are fadng the 
federal and state lax rrturas for Ihe tax year 1978. Many 
poeple turn to professional services in preparing their 
rdurns and many others prefer to "do it mysdf. 
Whatever the choice, being familiar with the process 
and Ihe forms can cut down on ihc work fur all Ihtisc 
who are involved. Frequently the key to success is in 
keeping accurate and complete records. Many 
individuals are not completely aware of which records 
should be kept. . . . 

Income Tax: Preparation of Federal and Virginia 
Returns is being taught by Mr. Joseph L. Stone begin- 
ning in January. The course meets once a week for two 
hours and lasts six weeks. This schedule allows for 
"learning before doing." 

The course will cover the preparation of simple 
income tax rdurns using forms 1040 and I040A. It will 
include study of filing requirements, filing status, 
personal exemptions, dependents, dividend and interest 
income, standard and itemized deductions, and the 
preparation of Virginia forms 760 and 760S. 

The course will have a strong emphasis on the 
preparation of sample tax rdurns in class. The course 
will use Schedules A and B. If there is sufficient demand 
among the students. Schedules C and D will be covered 
if time permits. 

The objectives for the Income Tax Preparation course 
are: (I) to teach the student to prepare his or her own 
simple tax return using Schedules A and B. (2) to teach 
Ihc siudcni 10 spt>i problem areas of income and/or 
deductions or credits, and (3) to prepare a student to 
make a sound judgmeni about whether his or her return 
is complex enough 10 require professional help in prep- 
aration. 

The fee for this Spectrum course will be $20.00 which 
includes materials to be used in dass. The free IRS Pub- 
lication 17 ( 1979 edition) will be the primary text. Spect- 
rum courses are financially self-supporting and do not 
use slate appropriated funds. 

Registration is in process for all college credit and 
Spcclriim ctnirscs and will continue through Janiuiry 9. 
The Office of Admissions has registration scheduled 
Monday through Thursday from 9:00 a.m. until 3:4.^ 
p.m. and 5:30 p.m. until 7:fl«p.m. Iriday rcgislralioii is

Persons interesicd in registering for Spectrum courses 
or any col^e credit courses are encouraged to register 
as soon as possible since may classes fill up very quickly.

•'The construction of a sound fence on the Great 
Neck Rd. bikeway has greatly reduced visability upon 
coming to intersections." 

Intersections cause enough problems already, with 
cars crossing, he said. 

The bikeway also has a small curb, approximately one 
inch high, at the intersections. It may not sound like 
much, but bicyclists say it damages certain types of 
tires. 

"It's just not practical to commute down a bikeway if 
you have to ride slower than you would if you could ride 
in the street," Cutting explained. 

The solution? Bicycle facilities that are well planned 
and coordinated, says the TBA vice president. 

"If we don't straighten things now there's a danger 
that we soon might not be able to commute in Virginia 
Beach." 

The TBA and members of the League of American 
Wheelmen are trying to work with the city to get proper 
bicycle planning included in Virginia Beach road plans. 

On the state level they are seeking to have a state 
bicycle coordinator appointed. They point to North 
Carolina's bicycle plan as an example of an effective 
statewide program. 

With annual bicycle sales in the U.S. approaching 10 
million in number, increased bicycle use is bound to 
occur. 

"It's inevitable you'll see increased use in Virginia 
Boith," said Cutting. "That's why now is the time to 
being proper bicycle planning."

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Webbon reflects on 23 yeani 
of local government work

Richard J. Webbon will look back on a long list of 
achievements when he retires as Virginia Beach's city 
clerk at the end of t h is month . 

To many locals he is a sori of "Mr. Virginia Beach." 
The name is fitting, for Webbon has been instrumental 
in molding the city from its beginning. 

Although originally from Ridgefield Park, New 
Jersey, Webbon has lived most of his life in Virginia and 
considers himself a southerner. Most would find him a 
true southern gentleman; his easy going manner, 
honesty and sense of humor have earned him the respect 
of many dW the years. 

T(pe pilhio dly government 

Formal training in engineering, financing and city 
administration, gained through days of wars and the 
Depression; naturally led Webbon into city government 
work in the i04O's. At that time he was assistant to the 
city engineer in Miles City, Montana. 

The 1920's and 1930's were hard years, Webbon 
recalls. "I once had $1.50 to last me for three days. 




That was a good lesson for me." ^ ^ 

The knowledge gained from those lessons of frugaliQ^ 
and conservatism remained with him when he located ih 
Norfolk in the early 'SO's ai)d set up the techniciii 
division of the Naval Supply Depot. 

In 1955 he became executive director of the oW 
Princess Anne County. During his tenure he worked yb 
set up the county operation to conform to the outline of 
a city. 

"I tried to streamline operations to handle our 
growing population," he said. In 1955 our population 
was 37,000. Today it is 256,000." 

He set up the Princess Anne water and sanitation 
authority to insure that developers of the rapidly 
growing arra would install water and sewer facilities. 
Later, he was coinmissioned to draw up what today is 
known as the Southeastern Virginia District Planning 
Commission. 

In 1963 the stage was set for the merger of the old city 
of Virginia Beach. Webbon was named director of 
public works and coordinator of urban developmetit. 

In 1968 he took on the job as city clerk in addition to 
the urban affairs position. He then dropped the latter as 
the city, and his work, grew. 

Looking back, Webbon recalls, "We had excellent 
men on all these boards and commissions as the^jty 
developed." 

He especially remembers the old county of Princess 
Anne with a great deal of respect and love. 

"It was created by gentle people who believed in hard 
work, who were always appreciative and courteous to^ 
me." 

He sees Virginia Beach today as being in a unique^ 
position. "It's a very desirable place to locate and T%m 
a family." hit said. "The climate doesn't get too hotj)r 
too cold, that it good employment for young p»>ple 
and the city is not too expensive a place to live for those 
who are retired."

"I've spent ray whole life in govermnent and so never 
took time to develop hobbies like most folks*'* "Of 
(x>urse there are windows to paint and a yard to clean 
up. And I'll go fishing once in a while." 

Webbon says the most satisfaction of his carea* has 
come from all the positive publicity he has received 
recently. 

"Through the years I've never had a complaint about 
my work or self. I've been honest and loyal and have 
tried to do a good job." 

"As a result I've been able to walk amongst people 
and they stop and say,"Mr. Webbon, How an you?"

The True Value Home Centers of Virginia Beach havp 
presented a check for $1,000 to the Princess Anne 
Historical Society's fund for the preservation of the old 
Coast Guard station. The "Save Our Station" fund # 
part of the Society's effort to move and restore this 
oceanfront landmark, which otherwise facf^ 
destruction. 

The donation represents twenty-five percent of the 
proceeds from the sale of a special Fuel Feed Commem- 
orative Edition of the book "VIRGINIA BEACH: A 
PICTORAL HISTORY." The book was sold at cost, in 
conjunction with a promotion marking the closing of 
the firm's Beach outlet. 

Commenting on the donation to the society, company 
president R. Dawson Taylor remarked, "Our fathers, 
of course, taught us that profits were important, but we 
also learned not to take lightly our responsibility to the 
communitty and our customers. ' ' 

Fuel, Feed and Building Supplies Corp. was founded 
in 1927, the same year plans were being made for the 
Coast Guard Station at 24th Street. In recent years the 
company has opened new stores at Princess Anne Plaza 
(1965) and Hilltop (1972), and now trades as the True 
Value Hdme Centers of Virginia Beach. 

The closing of the Beach outlet coincides with the 
opening of their two new locations, at Haygood and 
Providence Square, both in Virginia Beach.

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Btware of ordinance 

^ware of a new ordinance in Virginia Beach that 
says that dogs that bark loudly and continuously are 
illegal. 

City manager George Hanbury has said the law will 
be invoked only in extreme cases. The police chief has 
echoed this sentiment. But Hanbury has also admitted 
that if the law is abused, it could be a nuisance to animal 
owners. 

Such early talk of a law's abuse causes one's eyebrows 
to raise. In this day and age, if it is indeed possible to 
abuse a law, then it's bound to happen sooner or later. 
And assurances from officials saying all will be well 
aren't reassuring. 

First, what is the scale for measuring "loud and 
continuous barking?" What might go unnoticed by 
once person may constitute a terrible nuisance to 
another. 

And what causes a dog to bark loudly and 
continuously In the first place? Is it the dog itself, or the 
circumstances of his environment? Is a dog to be 
blamed for barking at cats and squirrels, children 
playing, people coming and going, cars zooming by and 
sirens blaring? Living in the city full of townhouses, 
apartments and condominiums, one just about has to 
expect to be able to hear his neighbor's stereo, his 
family arguments and yes, his barking dog. 

Finally, how does one silence such a dog? Remove 
the cats, the kids, the cars? Under the new ordinance an 
animal control officer may impound the dog if the 
dog's owner cannot be located or if the owner fails to 
control the barking. If no solution is found, the dog 
could be silenced permanently by being put to sleep. 

It is here that the possible horrors of the ordinance 
could be put into play. It is here that a^annpyed, citizen 
could be responsible for the ultimate death of a living 
creature. The ordinance leaves too muphjiB*" to, the 
whims and varying judgement of those who will 
interpret it. 

What ever happened to the idea that a dog is man's 
best friend? Perhaps Virginia Beach residents should 
change those signs that read "Beware of dog" to 
"Bevvare of dog ordinance."

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Land Reverts to Heirs: Which Ones? 

Although the demise of the 24th Street Coast Guard 
Station is certain, disposition of the property on which 
the station is located is still in question. 

When it was announced that the station would hi i 
decommissioned in 1969, Rudee Inlet AiJlhority 
appealed to the Fifth Coast Guard District to relocate 
the station at Rudee Inlet. Two years ago the Coast 
Guard was actively interested in such a plan. The 
Authority Has now been told that at the present time 
there are no plans to have a station anywhere in the 
area, since other existing facilities are sufficient to 
handle this area. 

Rudee Inlet Authority then made a recommendation 
to the City Countil to procure the property on which the 
existing station is located. The City Council has since 
studied the possibility of establishing a city-owned life- 
saving facility of some type at the 24tb Street location, if 
the city can procure the property. 

At present there is some question as to whom the^ 
property belongs. Most of the property was sold to the- 



United States in 1899 by the Norfolk, Virginia Bach 
md Southern Railroad Company for the price of $1. 
Another part of the property, however, was apparently 
donated or leased to the United States by Edward 
Drinkwater. The agreement supposedly hSd a revei^^n 
iB^use in it, stating that the land would revert to the 
^nkwater family should the property be abandoned as 
a lifesaving station.

One of the goals of Tidewater Community 
College is to bring meaningful educational 
progrsims to the entire community.

themselves, but there has been no comprehensive 
'«)urse to bring together information on all 
citizenship requirements. Fort Eustis offers ji' 
citizenship course for military dependents, but thas 
4X>urse at the Virginia Beach Campus is the first 
attempt in the Tidewater area to provide a generdjl 
citizenship instruction program to the community 

at large. 

The course Will be taught by Steven Krup. Na|- 
.uralization Examiner for the U.S. Office if. 
Immigration and Naturalization Virginia Distric^, 
which includes the Tidewater area. As the person 
who decides whether or not citizenship should bfi 
granted, Mr. Krup is obviously in the best possible 
position to instruct tho$e who will one day stanil 
before him in a citizenship hearing. * 

While the text used in the course is thjt 
Daughters of the American Revolutioi\ Manuil 
for Citizenship, provided to students at no charg^, 
Mr. Krup emphasizes that there is no standardized 
*Mc,«^t" for citizenship. A hearing is held for each 
individual seeking citizenship, and the knowksdg^ 
required may vary from person to person. Foi" 
example, says Mr. Krup, an elderly person who 
has recently moved to the United States anfj 
speaks no English may receive a hearing \e^ 
different from that of a young person who hs|i 
spent most of his life in the United States. M^, 
Krup says his job is not to deny citizen!>hip, but jo 
determine that the individual has a bas^ 
understanding of the United States governmeril 
and how it functions. , 

This is a course in basic knowledge required for 
citizenship. However. Mr. Krup says he hopes tp 
combine basic background Information with the 
stji4|i of current events,jtfid ^he govcrnmew's evel- 
incrcaMHkle in the^^#^a|l citizens, for thtt 
tea .,ui^mmii me is SrtlBWed to thos* Seeking 

citizenship.

Virginia Beach Navyman Seawood Murray Jr. is 
nMktng Navy history as one of the first men ever to 
~ swve side by side with womefl aboard a Navy ship other 
than a hospit£(l shippr transport. 

Ensign Murray and his wife and two children, 
Michael David, age 12, and Cynthia Marie, age nine, 
currently reside at 1319 Riva Ridge Run in Virginia 

He is pleased with the decision to send woinen to sea 
and is proud of his personel participation as USS 
Vulcan's public affairs officer in the historic event. 

Good for the Navy 

'Tm really looking forward to women serving 
aboard ship. I feel it's good for everyone in the Navy. 

"I think the males will be jealous of the females' 
personal appearance, pride and grooming standards. 

"You have to remember the females are volunteers 
for shipboard duty. I expect many of them to be 'hard 
chargers'. 

"It all goes back to competition -- and fleet readiness 
will benefit. I think the women will be an inspiration." 

He says he's confident it will work - and that in the 
long run it will improve the overall repair capabilty of 
his ship, USS Vulcan. 

The Vulcan, named for the Roman god of fire and 
patron of metallurgy, provides repair services and 
material support to ships of the Atlantic Fleet. The 
Roman Vulcan was considered the divine craftsman and 
creator of all that was mechanically wonderful. 

A change in federal law, signed in October, allows 
women to be assigned permanently to non-combatant 
ships to temporary duty aboard any vessel that is not 
expected to be involved in combat while they are 
aboard. 

During the next year, three female officers and 62 
enlisted women will be assigned to the Vulcan.

"1 always looked al ihc Navy as my chosen career -- 
before I ever came in," the 33-ycar-old Navyman 
recalls. 

"I had a physics teacher in high school who loved the 
Navy. He was a lieutenani commander in the Naval 
Reserve. I attended reserve meetings with him during 
high school." 

The Virginia Beach resident's trade, or specialty, in 
the Navy is surface ordinance. But assigned to the 
Vulcan, homeiwrtcd in Norfolk, Murray has diverse 
responsibilities which arc a Constance challenge. 

"I'm directly responsible for several repair shops, 
besides being the ship's gunnery officer, physical 
security officer and public affairs officer." 

Contemporary repair ship 

The Vulcan, commissioned in June 1941 , was the first 
of the Navy's contemporary repair ships. Its first major 
repair job was the destroyer USS Kearney which had 
been torpedoes by a German U-boat near Iceland. 

Since World War II, Vulcan has repeatedly 
demonstrated its excellence in battle readiness, 
engineering and supply by winning the Navy's "E" 
merit awards for efficiency in tjiose categories several 
times. 

Virtually a small community afloat, Vulcan offers 
many services to its crew. It has a barber shop, soda 
fountain and laundry. The ship has a chapel, and a 
chaplain assigned to it full-time. Vulcan also has a 13- 
bed sickbay, an operating room, laboratory and x-ray 
facilities. Four dentists are assigned to Vulcan's 
complete dental facilities and laboratory. 

Seawood Murray, Jr.'s rank of ensign is misleading. 

"I'm no ordinary ensign," the stocky Navyman says 
smiling. 

"My goal was to become an LDO (limited duty 
officer). When I was stationed aboard the USS 
Moinester 1 qualified as a surface warfare officer and 
fleet officer of the deck underway. 

"That's when I realized I was doing everything an 
officer does. 1 fell 1 could better realize my potential by 
accepting the challenges and responsibiliites awarded to 
an LDO." 

Limited duty officers are an elite group of top-notch 
Navy professionals selected from senior enlisteds to the 
officer ranks as technical specialists in their particular 
fields. They are among the Navy's "cream of the crop."

The Vulcan has 25 different repair shops in addition 
to the usual Navy shipboard capabilities to fulfill its 
mission as a repair ship.

ri The December 11 issue of "U.S. News & World 
rR«port" carried a proininent article about new home 
construction and the myriad of difficulties new home 
^yers are facing because of boom building conditions 
across the nation. Heavy demand and labor and 
ifiaterials shortages have produced construction defects, 
poor workmanship, and unkept promises and delays. 
,■ )JFortunately, however, "Home buyers are not without 
,9^ans of protecting themselves," says U.S. News, and 
"One plan that has become popular is a 10-year 
•warranty offered through local councils of the Home 
Owners Warranty Corporation set up four years ago by 
the National Association of Home Builders." The local 
HOW council in Tidewater operateis under the auspices 
of the Tidewater Builders Association. 

HOW protection is widely available in the city of 
Virginia Beach. Of the new homes offered for sale in the 
city since January 1978, 71 percent of them went on the 
market with the HOW warranty; The local council 
eventually intends to make that figure 100 percent. 

Here's how the program works. A builder makes 
application to join the Tidewater HOW council. He 
ip^ust demonstrate technical competence, build to 
approved standards, and possess a sound financial and 
customer relations reputation. Once approved by the 
IjOQal council, he must offer the warranty on every home 
he builds from that day forward. He pays a premium of 
$2 per $1000 of the selling price of the house. The 
premium is low enough to allow HOW covered homes 
to compete successfully with non-HOW homes in selling 
price. The builder must also re-register each year 
allowing the local council the opportunity of re- 
evaluating its members' performance on an annual 
basis. 

Everyone likes HOW. The builder likes it. The 
mortgage lender likes it. The VA and FHA like it. And 
especially the buyer likes it. He gets 10 years of 
protection, and if he sells the house in the interim, the 
flew owner inherits what time remains on the warranty. 

Here's how the warranty itself works. In the first year 
#>Ownership, the builder warrants the workmanship, 
materials, and structure of the home. 

fn the second year he warrants the mechanical 
systems to perform as designed, the wiring, piping, and 
dii(itwork plus the structure of the home. 

In the third through tenth year, the structural 
integrity of the home is warranted by a national

A couple newly arrived in 
firginia Beach, Lee and Jean Bogart, bought an 
i|c(Mnpleted house in the Green Run section of the city. 

fiey closed with the builder's promise that certain 
mpletions and corrections would be made. Shortly 
^er closing, the builder filed for bankruptcy leaving 
lae Bogarts with serious electrical problems, water 
kage problems, a fireplace not connected to the 
imney, improper insulation, and other defects. 
HOW stepped in; the proper claims were filed, and 
e national insurer paid to correct the defects and 
<|>mplete the house. No costly legal action Was 
essary. 

Two other very important provisions of the warranty 
t its conciliation and arbitration features. Since there 
|e about 130,000 different parts to k house, it's not 
f prising that most new homes are not perfect. Most 
ilders will readily correct those initial defects, 
wever, on occasion, the home owner may be 
tisfied with the builder's performance or lack of 
risponse. After communicating his complaints to the 
bpilder in writing, he can contact the local HOW 
^uncil and request conciliation. A neutral third party 
spected by the council will sit down with the builder and 
tfe home owner and try to work out an agreeable 
ution to the problem. It is of interest that HOW is the 
ly program permitted by the Federal Trade 
mmission to continue using conciliation as part of its 
;pute>settlement process. 

f 'conciliation fails, the home owner may request 

itf'iHion, a dispute settling mechanism which delivers 

QCision that is binding on the builder if the home 

y^r accepts it as appropriate. The American 

bitration Association provides the arbitrator. 

'.S. News also pointed out that, "Where the HOW 

gram is available, most consumers say complafnts 

handled without lawsuits, even where serious defects 

involved." Having a system whereby disputes am be 

jtled short of going to court is a benefit to bdth 

bolder and buyer. 

|n Tidewater, since the beginning of the program, 30 
d||putes have been settled by conciliation and three by 
fuvirration. When one considers that HOW has closed 
^ut 5000 homes in the area, most of them in Virginia 
Btech, that's potent testimony to a program that works 
ai|i works well.

High in the Appalachian Mountains of Southwestern 
Virginia, nine tiring highway tours from the surf of 
Tidewater, lies Clinch Valley College ~ a small, four- 
year, coediK^tional university college of the University 
of Virginia. Aside from being the smallest, least 
expensive, state-supQorted four-year institution in 
Virginia (if not the nation), C.V.C. holds another 
distinction. 

Of the 850 full time students, nearly 100 are from 
Virginia B^ch and Norfolk, and over the last three 
years the college has enrolled nearly 175 students from 
Tidewater, with a sizeable number from each Virginia 
Beach city school. Interestingly, nearly 100 have been 
from Kellam High School and 35 Kellam graduates are 
attending Clinch Valley this fall. 

The students come for a number of different reasons. 
Most are happy in the mountains and they pass the word 
on to the friends back home, as well as to former 
teachers and guidance counselors. Renette Huff, a 
C.V.C. freshman from Kellam High School, remained 
out of school for one year to work before attending 
ainchVaUcy College. 

"Clinch Valley College was recommended by my 
guidance counselor, Mr. McKinnon, and the 
^mosphere and low cost really attracted me. The people 
are very friendly up here. Academically, it's a hard 
collie ~ especially science, which I'm not majoring in! 
It really is tough fbr a small college. 

"The mountains are gorgeous in the fall, but in the 
winter you am see some of the strip mining scars. Still, 
the overall scenery is nice ~ but, at the Beach you could 
walk straight with the exception of Mount Trashmore." 

Brach students have taken leadership roles in campus 
organizations, including Student Government and the 
Htonor Court. Vicki MitUkin, a junior from Princess 
Aime High School has s^ur^ a number of l»ding 
nMes in numerous C.V.C. theatrical productions* and 
notably, she turned in a fine performance as "Snoopy", 
In "You're a Good Man, Charlie Brown." 

Grace Showalter, a sophomore from Cox, and Judy 
Paym, a junior from Kellam, made the Cavalier 
Checrleading Squad, Whitney Vines, a Bayside 
freshman, is pushing for the number one spot on the 
Women^s Tennis Team. 

Fran Hunt, a junior from Kell»n, was recently 
etoct^ to Who's Who Among Students in American 
LMverslties and Colleges. Fran attended C.V.C. on the 
ra^manmidttion of his counselor and principal. 

"I want^ a small, stale school so I wouldn't be lost 
in a massive population. Too, CUnch Valley was 
KSMnibly pric«i and a real change from the Beach. 
The student-tocher ratio attracted me a§ well as the 
o^ortuaJtj^ of being involved in a Itt of organizations 
tlMU Mie R^t miss at a larger institution, 

"TTic disadvanta^ are the lack of a variety of 
oittural and social Ktivities and, as in any small group 



environment, it's difficult to attain the privacy or 
anonymity sometimes desired. I'm happy with what I've 
accomplished here, but I'm considering attending 
graduate school at U.Va., William and Mary, or the 
University of Florida, simply because I'd also like the 
experience of attending a large university." 

Even though there are probably as many students 
from Northern Virginia (a mere eight hour drive!), it is 
nevertheless the Beach students who are most often 
involved, as a group, in campus activities. 

This small college is unique in many ways, but one 
unexpected resource is the rising Atlantic surf which has 
found its way, some 500 miles inland, to the 
Appalachian plateau.

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Cavaliers battle for victory over Kempsvllle In Friday showdown

In tiie first big showdown of this young basketball 
seas<H)i Princess Anne's Cavaliers grabbed the ^rly 
upper hand in the Beach District with a tense 66-63 win 
over visiting KempsviUe last Friday night. 

The win left Princess Anne (7-0 overall) tied with Cox 
for Uw Beach lead as both teams hold 3-0 district 
records. The Chiefs are 2-1. 

Coach Leo Anthony's Cavaliers watched a 
conffortable halfttme lead evaporate in the third 
quaiter, but were able to keep their poise in a fourth 
quarter dogfight which had the crowd rising and MKng 
Ukeyo-yos. 

"Our goal was td go 6-0 and play Kempsville at 
home," remarked Anthony in reference to the 
impqrtfince of thegame. "We pointed to this one." 

Princess Afltie whirled out Uke a hurricane in the 
opening quarter, unleashing a running game which 
resulted in a |»rade of Cavalier layups and shori jump 
shots. 

"We're going to throw the ball away, but we'll make 
up far it with layups," observed Anthony about his 
team's test break, and Konpsville could not argue with 
him iplhe initial period.

BMhr players impended to keq? Prin^ss Anne's 
maif |b steady, and QirMIo's steal and layup three 
miriuies before the hdf upped his tram's lead to thirteen 
(39-26). which is i^«re it ronuned at the half (41-28). 

Each tram rame mit for the second half laden with 
fouls, but they refuse to play it safe as they kept the 
crowd l|ot with their ^ow of r^^horae basketball. 

Onlylt was Kemi^Ute doing the cooking now. 

C<mh Bill Cochrane's Chiefs burst out in the second 
half with nine unanswered points topped by Freddie 
Gilchrist's three-point plliy which sent Altard out of the 



game with his fifth foul. 

The Cavaliers then notched four points to up their 
lead to 45-37. Then it was time for Mike Downs Show. 

Playing like a man possessed. Downs took control of 
both backboards, swooping out to Irad Kempsville's 
fast break, swatting away Cavalier layups, and ramming 
in errant Chief shots. 

In a one-minute stretch nrar the close of the third 
quarter. Downs dominated the basketball game, scoring 
eight points to bring his team back to a 45-45 deadlock 
with 1:32 to go. 

anthony did not hesitate to note, "I^wns intimidated 
us inside." 

"We seemed to have everything going our way," said 
Cochrane, commenting on this key stage of the game. 

However, seconds after Down's lay-in tied the game 
at 45, the Chiefs' floor Irader and best defensive player, 
Freddie Gilchrist, hobbled to the bench with a twisted 
ankle. 

"It's hard to play the game you want to play when the 
man who makes it go is limping," observed Cochrane. 

Gilchrist returned later, as the fourth quarter turned 
into the nip-and-tuck battle everyone had expected. 

Downs dropped in both ends of a bonus foul 
opportunity to tie things up at the start of the fourth 
quarter and Princess Anne's Williams boys (Brett and 
Marvin) traded baskets with the Chiefs' Gary Freeman 
as each team responded to the pressure situation. 

Freeman's layup off a Downs assist gave the Chiefs 
their first lead of the night(5l-49), and with Gilchrist 
back in the game. Downs was fouled on a rebound and 
dropped in a foul shot to keep the Chief Irad at 54-52. 

With the game knotted at 54, Brett Williams, the 
Cavalier sparkplug who dished out t^ine assists to go 
with his 13 points, followed k key Kempsville turnover 
with a 15-footer and Downs picked up his fourth foul 
on a charge. ! 

Anthony's squad then weht into their four-corner, 
control offense with 3:22 left, Jioping to draw a foul or a 
score. 

What they drew were the quick hands of Cliff 
Gilchrist, who stole the ball with 3:02 to go and get it to 
IX)wns, who was foul^l. 

After making one of two free throws. Downs picked 
up his fifth foul, battling for a rebound and left the 
game. 

Mil«, who was surviving in the storm of whistles, 
quickly capitalized on the absence of Downs with a 
layup that upped PrincessAnne's margin to four (60- 
56). 

The final two minutes kep< the crowd breathless as 
both trams exchanged opportunities to take the game. 

Eari Hackley's I7-fcK)ter and Frraman's foul shot cut 
the Cavalier lead to one (60-59) with:59 to go. 

Brett Williams followed with a cool pair of free 
throws only to watch Cliff Gilchrist arch in a shot from 
the top of the key. 

Moyer's layup with :43 left was match«l by another 
Hackley Jumi^r which kept the gap at one (64^3). 



Tliat was the last score of the night for Kempsville as 
Brett Williams dropped in one more free throw and 
Marc Hinch's foul shot with six seconds left wrapped up 
his team's 66-63 victory. 

"We got the big spread in the first half and our foul 
shots helped," stated Anthony in summing up the 
game. 

Cochrane saw the game the same way, "They hurt us 
running early and they shot well . " 

Fouls were also a key factor as the Chiefs lost Downs 
(who finished with 25 points) and Princess Anne saw 
Allard, Prarman and Carballo all bite the dust. 

However, the Cavaliers had Moyer (nine rebounds) 
coming off the bench to bolster their inside game and 
Miles was able to keep 
himielf in the game after 
his rarly fouls.

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'Virginia Beacli Redevelopment and Housiiig Autliority deferred indefinitely 



The Idea oi a Virginia B«ich Redevelopment and 
Housing Authority died, at least for a year, as City 
Council reacted to pubficcriticism. 

Although the Community Development Committee 
and City Manager George L. Hanbury recommended an 
Authority, but one without condemnation powers, 
Council was reluctant to have one established in the 
city. 

Monday afternoon a resolution requesting a charter 
change in the General Assembly to permit the city to 
form an aouthority was deferred indefinitely. 

Hanbury was instructed instead to w^k with the 
Virginia Housing Development Authority and the 
Community Development Corporation to obtain 
federal funds for target areas. 

Of immediate concern to the city is $200,000 in low 
interest loans available for improvements in the city's 
target areas. The Authority would provide a vehicle for 
obtaining the funds from the Department of housing 
and Urban Development. 

During a 45 minute discussion during the informal 
Council session, Hanbury said that HUD has agreed to 
make the funds available through the VDHA as a 
temporary arrangement, but that HUD prefers to work 
through a housing authority. Hanbury said HUD stands 
for housing and urban development and not sewer and 
water. Much of the Community Ekvelopment funds 
have been used to bring sewer and water into the target 
areas. 

So long as the city is not addressing the housing needs 
first, Hanbury said, HUD would not be so interested in 
helping. 

Hanbury said that under the arrangement with the 
state authority, four agencies would have to work 
together-the city, the VHDA, HUD and the 
Community Development Corporation. 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland said that "by the 
time we get (four) agencies signing for it," citizens may 



be galloping toward a housing authority n(;xt year. 

Hanbury recommaid«l that the Authority be created 
with the City Council serving as the Authority. He said 
that since the main contcro br&ugbt out during a public 
hearing on Dec. 4 was «)ndemBation powers, he 
recommended that the Housing Authority be designed 
with all the powers except those of eminent domain or 
condemnation. 

He said this action waould give Council the authority 
to establish itself as a housing authority and to apply for 
grants. Hanbury said that condemnation powers would 
not be needed for several years and that by that time the 
attitudes of the citizens might change. 

During the lengthy public hearing some citizens 
wanted no authority at all, others were fearful of 
condemnation powers such as authority would have, 
and others were concerned that City Council might 
appoint itself the Authority. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf said that if the 
authority were set up under section 36-4 of the Housing 
Act, condemnation powers would be included. She said 
that the views of other city officials with authorities was 
that Virginia Beach would be setting a precedent by 
removing these powers. She suggested that "until 
Council can form confidence," it couid contract with 
existing authorities to obtain the funds. She suggested 
that the city had never done a survey of the needs. 

Hanbury said that he had talked with officials from 
other cities the Norfolk Authority was not interested in 
commiting itself. The VHDA wants to do business withi 
the city, but only as a temporary vehicle, and that HUD 
would work with the VHDA §nd the Corporation only 
if the arrangements were temporary. HUD thinks a 
housing authority is the best, he said. 

He added that he would not recommend an 
autonomous Authority-only one on which Council 
would serve as commisaoners. 

Mrs. Oberndorf said that the proposal suggested by 
Hanbury lyight be misleading because somewhere in the

Mayor Patrick L. Standing said that he served on the 
initial advisory committee under the Community 
Development. Act. Tlw committee was told "to use 
funds as much as we could in the target areas." At that 
time, he said there was a distrust of housing authorities. 
"We decided all (the money) be spent on capital items, 

while other cities also used money on operating 
expenses. Efforts now are to get long-term interest, low- 
income loans for people in the target areas. 

Standing pointed out that Council was trying to do 
something good for the people and received mostly 
criticism. With the public hearing, he said, "We took 
two steps backwards." 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that the housing 
authority idea has fallen on bad times. "I don't think 
overnight we're going to change (that)." 

One of the problems in getting loans to the people 
who need them is that titles to property in the target 
areas are often unclear. Without condemnation powers 
even an aouthority won't be aMe to clear titles. 

However, Hanbury said that the real need for 
eminent domain is not now but in the future. A 
modified Authority, without the power ,of 
condemnation, Hanbury said, will give time for people 
to accept and recognize the po sitive benefits rather than 
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• Depth Sounders

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the nq^tiVe, Another public hearing could be held to 
consider any future modifications. 

Hanbury said that the reaction was emotional. 

Ervin said, "Let's chew on this thing for a while." 

Hanbury said a Housing Authority can begin 
immediately to make application for funds over and 
above Community Development grants. 

Holland said, "We've done without it for 16 years." 

Standing said that funds will most likely stop if 
Council does nothing. "I'm going to be the first to vote 
that we take no money out of the general fund (to apply 
in the target areas). There are other areas in the city 
other than target that need help. The target areas are 
getting help faster than the others." 

Baum said that no one had brought up the matter of 
the duties of Council as an authority. "Are we going to 
double our work load with the same amount of pay." 

Hanbury assured him that he didn't anticipate more 
time would be spent than is presently spent with the 
Community Development Program. 

Standing said the city was too unprepared now to 
send the resolution to the General Assembly. 

Sam Houston, retiring chairman of the Community 
Development Committee said that VHDA 
administration would cost more than IS percent of the 
funds.

A Groveland Park resident has ciaimea he was 
"misled and lied to by city officials and denied access to 
public records." 

Charles Hess and a majority, he said, of his neighbors 
never wanted sidewalks in their subdivision and still 
want no sidewalks. 

Although the city waived requirements for sidewalks 
; in Groveland, shortly afterward, sidewalks were under 
: construction on Edinburgh Drive and Alcott Road. 
^ Speaking before City Council Monday afternoon, he 
■said that 86 residents representing 55 households signed 
"petitions opposing construction of sidewalks. Of the 
jtotal 38 (or 70 percent) of the residents were 
immediately affected by sidewalks. 

On Aug. 16, he said, city planner Robert Scott in a 
letter to the residents, said the city would not require the 
• developer to install sidewalks but stipulated that he keep 
:;in escrow funds for sidewalks if the people in the 
:community wanted them sometime in the future. For 
•one month the matter lay dormant, Hess said. 
■ Then, Hess said, another resident, an employee of the 
rcity attorney's office, circulated a petition for 
:isidewalks, obtained signatures of persons representing 
40 households, four of them whom would be directly 
: affected and sidewalks were installed in November. 
': Hess said that City Manager George L. Hanbury sent 



the residents a letter of "apology," but that it was mciB|. 
a letter of explanation. Hanbury said in the letter that 
many wanted sidewalks and many did not, when the 
truth was that many wanted sidewalks but most did not, 
Hess said. 

Hess termed unethical the manner in which the 
decision to install sidewalks was reached. ^< 

He asked that further sidewalk construction is tw 
subdivision be terminated, and that the lawns abuttiig 
the new sidewalks be landscaped. 

He also requested that Edinburgh be closed between 
Groveland Point and Kings Grant. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing said that Hess's remarks 
convinced him further that "we should have put 
sidewalks in initially instead of acquiescing to some

people." He said that he toolc issue with the statement 
that everything the city does in unethical and that the 
suggestion to close Edinburgh Drive was "ludricrous. 
He said it was the only road that goes to Azalea Garden 
Road." 

Councilman Donald Merrick said that a mistake was 
made when the subdivision was first built and that the 
actions on the sidewalks compounded it later. If SI 
percent of the people want side\yalks they should have 
them, but that it was "unfortunate that we went ahead 
and put them in with a petition that did not have a 
majority." 

Council decided to give the residents a 60-day period 
during which they can petition for sidewalks. If the 51 
percent is not obtained the money in escrow will be 



returned to the developer. 

Hanbury said that conditions of the escrow 
requirement had been that sidewalks would be put in if 
the residents wanted them or if they were ne»ied for the 
safety of citizens. In the later case, he said, a resident of 
another area would be able to ask for sidewalks. 

Councilman R. L. Riggs, said he disagrnd that 
people in one area can petition for sidewalks in another 
area. 

Ervin pursued Hess's claim that the residoits 

could not get access to public records. Hess said that the 
peopfe were denied a copy of the petition requesting 
sidewalks. 

Hanbury said that the city would "start out clean," 
and not consider the former petitions.

As the yw 1978 draws to a clc»e. Virginia Brach 
residents can look back on a prosperious 12 months. 
The city continued to bl(»^m through 1978, and has 
become the third fastest growing city in the country. 

The year was spiced with some controversies, among 
them, zoning in the Oo^na noise zone, city council 
travel expenses, beginning construction on a $21 million 
arts and conference center, rising Vepco rates, proposed 
construction of roads such as South Blvd. through 
established neighborhoods, and the retention, of the 
Blue Law in Virginia Beach. 

The city grew. Stores opened their doors at 
'^Providence Square shopping centtr, located at the 
corner of Kemps ville and Providence Roads. The 
Virginia Beach Recreation Center celebrated its first 
birthday.

Council considers term limitations 
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Virginia Beach City Council Jan. 15 will consider 
amendments to rules and procedures for council- 
appointed boards and commisdois. 

A two-man council committee; studying boards and 
rammissions last week came up ^th recommendations 
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limiting the number of terms members will be permitted 
to serve. 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., chairman, said he 
and the other committee member, Donald Merrick, 
were divided on particulars. McCoy is rwommending 
that members serving four-year terms bejinjited to two 
terms, three years to three terms, and i^o years to four 
terms so that nobody would serve more than eight or 
nine years. 

He would include a grandfather clause so that 
members now serving on boards and commissions 
would not be affectwi for one appointment period, and 
that the limit would not apply to members appointed 
this month. He said that one full term would have to 
elapse before a member can be reappointed to office. 
An appointee complying someone else's term would be 
eligible for two additicMal terms. 

Merrick recommends a two-term limit for mnnbers 
and that member a^winted to fill an unexpired term 
would not be considered for more than an additional 
term and that there should be no grandfather clause. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing asked, "Are we making 
nila to apply to ourselves?" He added that he didn't 
want to lose some of the people who are presently 
serving on boards. 

He also suggested excluding members of the 
Southeastern Virginia Planning District Commission. 

Councilman Reid Ervin suggested limiting cotindl to 
two torois, too. 

StftRding pointed out that most Virginia Beach 
maytMTS ^erve only two-yor to-ms, removing any danger 
of reading a l(»dership position. 

Coiu^tbnan Clarence A. Holtend exprened doubts 
about toiting terms at all. He said he would be for a 
policy but "puttif^ it in black and white" would l«ive

Ervin sdd that a limit would be "forcing yourself to 
encourage ^BRho- putici|»tion." 

Coundlmyti Donald Merrick said that he had been 
under the iAjpr^ion that council wanted to r^trict 
terms ^t wmiM Mts the matter until Jan. 1 5. 

The committee is also recommending that 
nominations might be subnitted by council, an 
indivMual fw himidf or som^sne else, or by boaids and 
conundsslcNtt, md that a brief ymily report should be 
requi^ of mtM board or commission including such 
informUMB « ^MUnce.

Thompson to raise members pay by 40 
— from $20,000 to $28,000 with sim'ilwTn 
creases for most of the other state officials. 
Officials in Will County. Illinois, followed suit 
with a 40 percent pay raise. Thus inspired and 
not to be outdone, the Cook County board 
votdd itself an increase reported to be more 
thai 70 percent.

SOCIAL SECURITY IS THE ONLY 
ANSWER rOirlMANY 

People who are dissattsfied with one or another 
aspect of social seoiriiy frequently wonder if they can 
get a better deal if they were able to use the money they 
put imo social security to provide for their own 
financial security. 

First of all, it's Important to point out thfit for most 
people there rejilly isn't any viable alternative to social 
security, and it's nlt$lc«ling to talk as if there is. People 
who feel they could get a better buy through other 
sources often arc not fully aware of what social security 
involves. 

Social security is more than just a retirement program 
or an insurance program for retired workcr.s. It also 
pays benefits to dependents of retired and disabled 
workers and survivors of deceased workers. Your social 
security taxes pay fen* hospital insurance for older 
people and people receiving disability payments for two 
or more years. And it also i^ys for Medicare for people 
with permanent kidney failure and require dialysis or 
kidney transplant. 

Social security's obj«:tive is to provide you with 
adequate protection against certain risks. The real 
measure of its value is what happens when you retire* 
die, or become disabled. 

To this extent you should note that less criticism is 
coming from the 34 million persons-one out of seven in 
the populaiion-who are currently receiving social 
security benefits totaling about a fourth of the annual 
Federal budget. These benefits range from an average of 
$254 for a worker retiring at age 65 in 1978 to an 
average of $598 for a family. 

In general, social security benefits currently replace 
about 53 percent of the pre-retirement income of low 
earners; about 42 percent for average earners; and 
about 30 percent for earners paying maximurti social 
security taxes over the ynrs. The difference recognizes 
the fact that the low earner can least afford a reduction 
in income. 

However, because each dependent is entitled to a 
certain percentage of the worket^'s check up to a family 
maxii^um. benefits to a low income family may amount 
to almost too percerft of the worker's pre-retirement 
income. 

The fact ts< if you attempted to duplicate your social 
security protection with private insurance, you may find 
it isn't possible at the same price. No insurance 
company currently offers a package of protect'

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There's a shortage of skilled craftsmen in the housing 
industry. That comes as no surprise to builders and 
home buyers alike. It's part and parcel of the ciMtent 
building activity and also the very nature of 
employment in the construction industry. 

As of October 1978 a total of 2253 building permits to 
construct single-family units had been taken out in 
Virginia Beach. A little under the 2841 taken out at the 
same time last year, the total still represents a growing 
need for new housing in Virginia Beach. And a high 
level of residential construction usually means labor 
shortages and the accompanying upward spiral of costs 
labor shortages produce. 

C. Gerald Harris, president of Tidewater Builders 
Association and a principal of Sicash Builders, Inc., a 
Virginia Beach based building firm, described the 
manpower situation, "Whenever we are building at a 
peak level, and Virginia Beach has been and is an 
example of an overall national situation, it strains the 
industry, and we can expect shortages in materials and 
labor." 

"Historically we in the industry have been expected to 
produce a product designed to last two lifetimes and 
appreciate in value every year. We build the product in 
the open, subject to ail the elements, and for the most 
part, we build it with a young and inexperienced labor 
force." 

Les Blattner, director of consumer affairs for the 
National Association of Home Builders, further 
illuminated the employment picture in a recent U.S. 
News & World Report article. "Each time mortgage 
money dries up. builders are forced to let workers go, 
and many never return to the field again. Then, when 
the market picks up again, many builders have to start 
from scratch, locating and training people." 

Tidewater Builders Association has long recognized 
the cyclical pattern of construction employment and last 
year instituted a Manpower Training Program designed 
to put skilled craftsmen into the industry and at the 
same time create jobs for city residents who needed 
them most. The program, sponsored by the National 
Association of Home Builders and the U.S. Department 
of Labor and assisted locally by the Virginia 

Employment Commission, especially looks for 
kpi-ospective trainees who are veterans, the unskilled, or 
the underemployed. 

The mission of the Manpower Training Program is to 
recruit trainees to serve four year apprenticeships in all 
the specialized fields of the construction industry. The 
apprentice ends up after four years as a certified 
journeyman with a productive career.- The industry ends

In 1978 the Manpower Training Program began 
apprenticeships in carpentry, electricity, and air 
conditioning and heating. Fifteen of the trainees came 
from the beach and from all sorts of job experiences 
and backgrounds. One Beach resident, Jean Stuart, who 
had been employed as a hairdresser and an apartment 
complex recreation director before bling accepted into 
the program, has done so well t& an electrician 
apprentice that the Natiorial^'^ssociatbn of home 
Ekiilders has invited her to participate in its Manpower 
Training exhibit at the National Convention/Exposition 
in Las Vegas in January. .(,« „^ 

The local program to date has been overwhelmingly 
successful. One hundred percent of the pre-apprentices 
were placed in jobs where they are still earning and 
learning. Many Virginia Beadi firms, members of TBA, 
strongly support the program wnicn assures ii» 
continuing success. 

More apprenticeship training in masonry and other 
fields will be offered in 1979. 

tidewater Builders Association, a non-profit trade 
organization of over 540 builders and other firms 
associated with the homebuilding industry, has a 
number of programs it sponsors that are of interest and 
benefit to the residents of Virginia Beach.

School attendance climbs In Virginia Beach 



Students in the Virginia Beach public schools are 
chalking up the best attendance record ever so far this 
school year, with secondary schools showing the most 
markedjncrease. 

AtjKidance in every one of the city's secondary 
schools has been up each of the three months of the 
1978-79 school year over the same period last year. One 
school. First Colonial High School, has been more than 
three per cent above last year's average in each of the 
three months. No secondary school so far this year has 
averaged below 92.8 per cent attendance. 

Princess Anne High School has led the other five 
high schools in Septembe (97.00), October (94.85), and 
November (94.37). The secondary school average in 
Virginia Beach in Septmeber was 96.23, 94.40 in 
October, and 93.89 in November. Those figures 
compare favorably with other city school systems 
nationwide. 
Kempsville Junior High has also led the eight junior 
highs since September. Attendance there averaged 97.65 
in September, 95.75 in October, and 95.32 in 
November. 

Attendance iii the elementary schools is traditionally 
higher than in the secondary schools, but this year even 
the elementary schools in Virginia Beach have noted a 
slight increase each month. In September the elementary 
average was 97.45, %.16 in October, and 95.54 in 
November. 

Systemwide the average for all schools in Vriginia 
Beach was just under 95 per cent in figures for 
November 1978. 
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Attendance flags are awarded each month to tlie 
school with the highest attendance. While Prince» 
Anne High School and Kempsville Junior High School 
have maintained sole possession of the flags on their 
flagpoles since September, the elementary flag has 
traveled from Kingston to Windsor Oaks to Kempsville 
Meadows. 

The reasons for the upswing in attendance are 
numerous and varied but certain factors stand out. 
School officials in the past several years have addressed 
the problem of skipping classes ^nd truancy more 
actively, and with few exceptions, the average 
attendance has been increasing since 1976, when in- 
school suspension for such offenses was instituted iiti 
most secondary schools. 

In addition, designated school personnel trace absent 
students on a daily basis, and appropriate action is on 
taken if discrepehcies are found. 

Probably the single most important reason for the 
sharp increase in attendance in secondary schools this 
year is the adoption last August by the School Board of ^ 
the "30-day rule." Under that rule any student absent' 
Humore than iOHimi'^o^'iih^ reaiilti frtim'a year-tort^*- 
clarfs-toidArrtW^TOl^tHit'fcourse. The'Vlfiffi '^ifdadBi"" 
applies to a semester course if 15 days are missed. 
Already this year the new attendance policy has been 
invoked in a few cases, and students have been 
withdrawn from school. 

Superintendent of Schools, Dr. E.E. Brickell is pleased 
with the high rate of attendance this year and with the 
importance being placed on attendance by school 
personnel and students alike.
